To  the  Alumnae  of  Mary  Washington  College: 

It  would  be  more  natural  for  me  if  this  opportunity 
to  extend  my  greetings  to  the  alumnae  of  the  college 
were  less  formal  and  more  personal.  Yet,  I  am  very  happy 
that  your  officers  have  given  me  the  chance  to  say  a  few 
words  of  personal  introduction. 

First  of  all,  we  must  be  ever  mindful  and  forever 
grateful  for  the  achievements  of  the  college  in  the  years 
which  have  passed.  Especially  at  this  time,  each  of  us 
is  saddened  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Combs  who  for  so  many 
years  of  his  life  guided  the  development  and  the  growth 
of  the  college.  His  work  at  Mary  Washington  will  always 
be  a  monument  to  his  great  interest  in  the  program  of 
higher  education  in  our  State  and  Nation. 

I  personally  am  most  fortunate  in  having  known  and 
admired  Dean  Edward  Alvey  for  many  years.  He  was 
a  fledgling  Ph.  D.  when  I  was  a  lowly  graduate  student 
at  the  University.  How  long  ago  that  was  neither  of 
us  cares  to  remember.  Anyone  who  knows  Mary  Wash- 
ington College  intimately,  and  those  who  have  watched 
at  a  distance,  recognize  that  Dean  Alvey's  work  has 
been  the  keystone  of  the  academic  arch  of  the  college. 
Mr.  Edgar  Woodward,  the  Bursar,  has  been  most  gener- 
ous both  with  his  time  and  his  interests  in  helping  me 
become  aware  of  the  numerous  and  complex  practicalities 
which   support   and   project   the   present   as   well   as   the 
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future  of  the  college.  To  these  two  gentlemen,  Mary 
Washington  College  is  indebted.  It  was  their  responsibil- 
ity to  serve  constructively  and  effectively  in  the  period 
prior  to  my  residence  in  Fredericksburg.  No  person  could 
have  received  more  helpful  assistance  than  I  have — not 
only  from  Dean  Alvey  and  Mr.  Woodward,  but  also  from 
other  persons  in  positions  of  responsibility. 

As  I  have  gradually  become  acquainted  with  the 
college,  I  have  been  impressed  by  the  beauty  and  splendor 
of  the  grounds  and  the  stateliness  of  the  buildings  which 
for  all  of  you  must  bring  recollections  of  happy  and  some- 
what carefree  days  of  earlier  years.  But,  the  abilities 
and  skills  of  the  faculty  and  staff  attract  a  newcomer's 
attention  not  only  for  their  dedication  to  their  task  but 
also  for  their  loyalty  and  devotion  to  the  welfare  of  the 
college.  I  have  always  felt,  and  I  think  with  reason,  that 
a  college  is  not  stronger  than  the  strength  of  its  faculty, 
for  they — the  faculty — in  the  true  sense  of  the  word  are 
the  college — that  to  which  young  ladies  come  for  instru- 
tion,  for  guidance,  for  total  growth,  both  of  spirit  and  of 
mind.  All  other  phases  of  the  life  of  a  college  are  sec- 
ondary to  this  primary  aim.  My  own  role  in  the  future 
of  Mary  Washington  College  must  always  be  viewed  as 
a  means  rather  than  an  end.  This  will  be  true  for  all  of 
my  colleagues  who  work  to  make  more  effective  and 
more  constructive  the  educational  program  of  the  class- 
room, the  laboratory,  the  library,  and  the  individual  pro- 
cesses of  study.  I  trust  that  the  faculty,  the  staff,  the 
students,  and  the  alumnae  will  appreciate  how  important 
it  is  for  us  not  to  forget  that  education  is  the  purpose 
of  a  college — education  that  informs  and  disciplines  the 
mind,  restrains  and  controls  the  emotions,  yet  gives 
freedom  for  a  person's  soul  to  soar  in  order  that  his 
nobility,  his  dignity  and  worth  may  be  revealed  to  all 
men  in  the  sight  of  our  Creator. 

It  may  seem  ungracious  in  me,  when  writing  to  the 
alumnae,  to  place  in  importance  the  present  students  of 
the  college  before  the  alumnae.  However,  you  will  not 
be  unaware  that  a  constantly  changing  group,  such  as 
a  student  body,  is  forever  remolding  in  various  ways  the 
many  patterns  of  life  and  thought  which  you  in  your 
time  helped  to  build.  To  deny  to  each  group  of  girls  a 
large  and,  I  hope,  an  increasing  voice  in  the  creating  of 
their  college  of  the  present  would  be  to  draw  away  the 
life  blood  of  the  institution  which  we  all  cherish.  Yet, 
in  a  sound  and  vital  student  life  and  in  a  living  institution, 
that  which  is  the  college  in  essence  will  forever  prove 
the  wisdom  of  the  proverb  that  the  more  a  thing  changes 
the  more  it  remains  the  same. 

As  an  officer  of  the  college,  it  will  be  my  responsi- 
bility to  see  that  with  all  the  changes,  the  "same"  that 
you  knew  and  loved  at  Mary  Washington  will  have  been 
preserved  and  thereby  revitalized. 

The  alumnae  of  the  college,  like  the  faculty  of  the 
college,  are  another  means  for  the  greater  glory  and 
prestige  of  Mary  Washington.  What  you  do  in  your 
own  personal  life,  what  you  are  in  your  civic  and  pro- 
fessional career,  what  you  are  in  your  home  and  family 
continuously  build  the  mosaic  of  the  Mary  Washington 
girl.  You  are  never  separate  from  the  college,  and  the 
college  with  pride  can  never  be  isolated  from  its  alumnae. 
You  will  determine  in  ways  that  you  cannot  foresee  the 
type  of  student  who  will  seek  admission  to  your  alma 
mater.  You  are  a  diversified  yet  fully  authoratative  ad- 
missions committee  for  your  college.  Like  all  commit- 
tees, you  will  make  errors  of  judgement,  and  so  will  we, 
but  you  and  your  college  must  not  overlook  the  fact 
that  the  effort  towards  destiny  is  forever  joined. 

You  will  want  to  return  to  Mary  Washington  for  a 
day  or  so  to  relive  the  happy  experiences  of  your  college 
career.  Time  will  have  filtered  the  waters  of  memory, 
and  the  return  should  be  a  memorable  and  a  happy  occa- 
sion. 

The  faculty  and  staff  of  the  college,  the  students, 
the  alumnae — you  are  Mary  Washington  College  in  all 
its  glory.  I  trust  that  in  the  years  ahead,  you  will  in  your 
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gracious  and  generous  maner  admit  Mrs.  Simpson  and 
me  into  the  circle  of  your  friendship,  your  esteem,  and 
your  love  of  Mary  Washington  College. 

I  extend  to  each  of  you  and  to  your  families  all  the 
good  wishes  of  the  New  Year,  with  a  very  special  hope 
that  we  will  have  the  pleasure  of  meeting  you  personally 
— if  not  before — certainly  on  April  7.

Report  of  the  Nominating  Committee 
For  Appointees  to  Board  of  Visitors 

Nominations  for  appointees  to  the  Board  of  Visitors 
of  the  University  of  Virginia  had  to  be  on  the  Govern- 
or's desk  by  December  1,  1955.  The  terms  of  six  mem- 
bers expire  February  29,  1956.  Three  of  these,  Hon.  How- 
ard W.  Smith,  Mr.  Frank  Talbott,  Jr.,  and  Miss  Lucille 
Wheeler,  were  eligible  for  reappointment.  The  committee 
suggested  the  reappointmnt  of  these  since  it  was  felt 
that  they  have  been  valuable  members  of  the  Board. 

Nominations  had  to  come  from  alumnae  who  were 
residents  of  Virginia  and  three  names  had  to  be  sub- 
mitted for  each  vacancy.  The  committee  felt  that  the 
Association  would  be  most  successful  if  we  could  secure 
the  appointment  of  an  additional  woman  to  the  Board,  a 
Mary  Washington  alumna.  There  are  now  three  women 
out  of  seventeen  members.  Therefore,  in  view  of  woman's 
place  in  the  world  today,  we  wrote  Governor  Stanley 
that  the  Association  would  like  to  see  one  of  the  three 
retiring  men,  who  were  ineligible  for  reappointment,  re- 
placed by  a  Mary  Washington  Alumna.
